Peronist  Mob 
Stops  Parade; 
DeGaulle  Safe 

CORBODA,  AGENTINA,  (AP)- 
A mob  of  3,000  Peronist  demons- 
trators closed  around  a car  carry- 
ng  President  Charles  De  Gaulle 
of  France  and  President  Arturo 
Illia  of  Angentina  Tuesday  and 
broke  up  their  motorcade. 

SIXTEEN  PERSONS  WERE 
wounded  in  the  rock-and-gun 
oattle  that  followed  as  police 
charged  at  the  crowd. 

The  wives  of  the  two  presi- 
dents, together  in  another  car, 
were  in  peril  for  a time. 

The  74-year-old  De  Gaulle,  tar- 
get of  assasins  of  previous  occas- 
ions in  Europe,  was  untouched  in 
the  incident  provoked  by  demon- 
strators apparently  friendly  to 
’.lim  but  hostile  to  Illia. 

Illia  received  a scratch  on  one 
hand  from  broken  glass  of  the 
presidential  car,  a correspondent 
for  La  Nacion  of  Buenos  Aires 
reported. 

Police,  using  tear  gas  bombs, 
drove  an  opening  in  the  mob  and 
the  car  sped  on  the  short  distance 
remaining  to  a farewell  luncheon 
that  closed  out  De  Gaulle’s  four 
day  visit  to  Argentina. 

Shortly  afterward  he  flew  to 
Paraguay  from  the  industrial 
hotbed  of  Pro  and  Anti-Peronism 
where  the  1955  revolt  that  over- 
threw Dictator  Juan  Peron  was 
born. .De  Gaulle  arrived  in  Para- 
guay at  4:42  p.m.  EST. 

The  mob  apparently  sought  De 
Gaulle’s  support  for  the  return 
of  Juan  Peron,  now  living  in 
Spain  Peron  was  overthrew  and 
exiled  nine  years  ago  but  has  a i 
lingering  influence  in  Argentina.

SENATOR  MOSS  was  elected  to  the  U.  S.  Senate  in  1958. 
He  is  a graduate  of  the  University  of  Utah  and  George  Wash- 
ington University  Law  School,  He  has  served  as  an  attorney 
for  the  Federal  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission,  Salt 
Lake  City  judge,  Salt  Lake  County  attorney.  He  is  a colonel 
in  the  Air  Force  Reserve. 

DR.  WILKINSON  resigned  as  president  of  BYU  in  Jan- 
uary to  enter  the  senate  race.  He  won  the  primary  elecJ:jon 
last  August.  Before  coming  to  BYU  as  president  in  1950,  he 
headed  a law  office  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  obtained  for 
the  Ute  Indians  the  largest  judgments  ever  awarded  by  the 
U.  S.  Court  of  Claims. 

He  was  graduated  from  BYU,  George  Washington  Law 
School,  and  Harvard  University.  He  formerly  was  a member 
of  a law  firm  headed  by  Hon.  Charles  Evans  Hughes.

five  Refuse  Chance  At  Freedom

Berlin  fAPl-Organizers  of 
» escape  of  57  persons  from 
iSt  Berlin  said  Tuesday  they 
)rked  for  nearly  six  months 
der  perilous  conditions  to  dig 
* tunnel  under  the  red  wall, 
en  one  tunneler  shot  it  out 
th  East  Berlin  guards  when  the 
trance  was  unexpectedly  dis- 
vered. 


They  said  they  suspect  their 
tunnel  was  betrayed  to  the  Com- 
munist Secret  Police.  Armed  Red 
Guards  arrived  on  the  scene  early 
Monday  just  too  late  to  stop  the 
last  refugee  escaping. 

Four  students  who  were  help- 
ing the  refugees  into  the  tunnel 
also  escaped  after  one  stopped 
and  shot  at  the  guards  and  said 
he  heard  a moan. 

AN  EAST  GER3IAN  Army 
Sergeant  was  killed  and  the  East 
German  Defense  Ministry 
charged  the  sergeant  was  mur- 
dered by  "Armed  Bandits”  and 
the  incident  might  affect  a new 
agreement  to  let  West  Berliners 
visit  East  Berlin.  West  Berlin 
newspapers  speculated  that  he 
was  cut  down  by  the  wild  shoot- 
ing of  his  own  comrades. 

The  organizers,  who  declined  to 
be  identified  for  security  reasons, 
said  they  originally  intended  to 
bring  out  60  people,  mostly  rela- 
tives of  the  tunnelers. 

Five  refused  to  come  at  the 
last  minute.  Two  other  men, 
strangers  to  the  tunnelers,  were 
taken  along  at  the  last  minute 
after  a chance  meeting  on  the 
street  with  one  of  their  Counriers 
in  East  Berlin.  "We’ve  got  a tun- 
nel. Do  you  want  to  escape?”  The 
Counrier  said. 

THAT  WOULD  be  wonderful,” 


the  man  replied. "Just  wait  until 
I get  my  friend.”  He  hauled  his 
friend  out  of  bed — and  they  were 
among  thosewho  craw  led 
through  to  the  West  Saturday, 
Sunday  and  Monday. 

The  tunnel  was  bored  from  a 
vacant  bakery  on  Bernauer  Stras- 
se,  under  the  street,  under  the 
300  foot  wide  prohibited  zone  on 
the  Communist  side  of  the  wall 
and  into  the  courtyard  of  a house. 
It  was  about  450  feet  long  and 
about  90  feet  below  the  suface  at 
its  lowest  point.  Dirt  was  hauled 
back  and  dumped  in-empty  apart- 
ments above  the  bakery. 


Earthquake  Rocks 
Turkey  Villages; 

10  Persons  Dead 

ISTANBUL.  TURKEY,  lAP)- 
A sharp  series  of  earthquakes 
shook  -Istanbul  and  a wide  area 
of  Northwestern  Turkey  Tuesday 
and  killed  at  least  10  persons. 

The  victims  were  in  three  vil- 
lages . of  Balikesir  Province, 
Southwest  of  Istanbul. 

Istanbul  Observatory  placed  the 
epicenter  of  the  quake  80  miles 
Southwest  of  Istanbul. 

FIVE  VILLAGES  of  the  Man- 
yas  District  of  Balikesir  Province 
apparently  took  the  brunt  of  the 
shocks. 

Radio  Ankara  said  four  persons 
died  at  Talur  village,  four  at  Kizi- 
Ican  and  two  at  Borulceaghac,  all 
three  in  Manyas  District. 

Two  vertical  shocks  rocked 
Istanbul  but  there  were  no  casua- 
lties or  damage  in  this  metropolis 
of  million. 


WASHINGTON,  (AP)  - The 
Teamster  Union  says  it’s  treasury 
may  be  virtually  drained  fighting 
a suit  by  members  to  recover 
huge  legal  fees  it  spent  to  de- 
fend President  James  R.  Hoffa 
and  other  Union  Officials  in  crim- 
inal cases. 

But  the  union  is  insisting  that 
it  be  named  a defendant  along 
with  Hoffa  and  18  other  top  offi- 
cials in  the  Federal  Court  Civil 
Suit  filed  by  a group  of  rank  and 
file  Teamsters. 

The  Union  filed  papers  saying 
the  suit  by  six  Philadephia  Team- 
sters, plus  the  request  of  about 
500  others  to  join  the  suit,  raises 
"the  distinct  probability  that  the 
funds  of  the  international  will  be 
substantially  depleted  by  such 
actions.” 

The  union  argued  the  plaintiffs 
could  be  awarded  legal  fees  from 
union  funds. 

At  the  same  time,  Hoffa’s  Vice 
President  Harold  Gibbons  and 
Secretary-Treasurer  John  F.  En- 
glish admitted  authorizing  pay- 
ment of  Union  Funds  for  legal 
fees  in  criminal  cases,  but  con- 
tended it  was  legal. 

They  did  not  specify  how  much 
money  has  been  spent  on  Legal 
Fees,  but  attorneys  for  the  rank 
and  file  group  estimate  it  at,  at 
least  $1  million. 

Hoffa,  in  his  answer  to  the 
Civil  Suit,  said  no  funds  have 
been  spent ' on  legal  fees  since 
last  April  23. 

He  announced  in  the  midst  of 
his  recent  Chicago  Fraud  Trail 
that  he  would  stop  drawing  on 
Union  Money  to  pay  his  court  and 
lawyers’  costs.  This  was  after 
the  issue  created  a dispute  within 
the  Union’s  Ruling  Exeputive 
Board.
